London, Feb. 1."). — At a meolinK at 
Devonshire House tiiie afternoon the 
majority of the Liberal UnionistB in the 
House of Conimona decid'id to support Mr. 
Towlor, who has charge of the I'arish 
Councils bill for tho Govorument, It was 
said that tho amendment to tho Pariah 
Councila bill by the Houae of Lorda had 
been carried too far, and that tho bill ought 
not to bo imperilled. The IJako of Dovon- 
ahiro undertook to confer with Lcrd Salis- 
bury on tho Bubjoct of a compromise The 
opinion of tho meeting oa to tho Emp'oyer'a 
Liability bill was that the smallness oi the 
Government majority for the Uobb amend- 
ment in the Commons inatified the action of 
the Peers on the acntrBatiog-ont clause. 
The hope was expressed that the House of 
Leeds will adhere to the Earl of Dudley's 
oontraoting'ouli amendmeot. 



S.\K Francisco, Feb. 15. — Steamer Ala- 
nieda which arrived from Honolulu to-day, 
brought the answer of President Dole to 
M inister WiUii', which asked him to specify 
his roasona for charging that tho attitude of 
tbo United States and its representatives 
waa the oanse of the warlike preparations 
mado by tho Provisional Government. 
Proaident Dolo givea twenty-eight reasonb 
for hia belief in tho hostility of tho United 
States. President Dole first calls atten- 
tion to the action of President 
(jlovoland in withdrawing the treaty ; 
his appointintut of Minister Hlount ; 
tho refuBid uf Prenident Cleveland's 
cabinet to inform llinialer Thurston what 
tho intention of tlie United States waa re- 
fjardiug the ialanda; the extraordinary na- 
ture of lilounl'u iuvcatigation which waa 
crirried on in secret and only certain persons 
examined hia evident partially for tho 
royalista, evidenced by their preponderance 
aa witneaaea before him; Mr. Blount's ex- 
traordinary proclamation on May l,')ih; tho 
distinct hostility of his report in tone and 
conolubiona together with the publication of 
the noted letter in tho Now Vork Herald 
which clearly foreahadowed tho intended 
action of the United States government. 

He cites the letter of the Secretary of 
State to President Cleveland indicating the 
policy of reatoration ; Minister Willis' de- 
claration that he would "act" when_ the 
time oanie; tbe subsequent action of Minis- 
ter Willis, as indicated in bis communtoa- 
tiou with the Provisional Government, and 
the preparations for war which were ob- 
servable on board the U. S. warships after 
tho arrival of tho Corwin ; the depjirture of 
tho families of thci naval ofBc'ers in view of 
tho probable breaking out of hostilities ; 
the constant communication of Ministir 
Willis with the ez-queen, and tho confidence 
of the Uoyaliste that she would bo restored; 
tho universal belief that tho U. S. forcea 
would attempt to restore Liliuokalani; the 
significant reply of Mr. Willia to the Ger- 
man consul that ho would act within 24 
hours; the refusal of Mr. 'iVillis to permit 
the Provisional Government dispatches to 
bo forwarded by the Corwin; tho action of 
the l^ritish minister and Japanese represen- 
tative in demanding permission to land 
troops to protect their legation; tho olTer of 
the Japanese of their legation to Americana 
as a pliioo of refuge and Mr. Willis' address 
of December 19, in which ho announced hia 
intention to restore tho ex-Queen ond asked 
the Prrviiitiaal (iovernniont if it would, 
abide by ihe decision of President Cleve- 
land. 

Presidnct Dole then says : "Upon the 
".'ird of December I replied to the foregoing 
ourriniunicatiou in the negative : 'Up to the 
time of sending you my cnnmmnic.ition of 
December 27 no furtlu r coinmuuic ition has 
been received by me from you, and no aaaur- 
anco had been received that force waa not to 
be used, nor what your further in- 
tentions were concerning this Gov- 
ernment During your nearly two 
months' rosidonce in this city you and 
your family hove declined tho customary 
courteaiea usually extended to those occupy- 
ing your position on tho specific grounda 
that it was not deemed wise under the cir- 
cumstances to accept such civilities. I do 
not for a moment intimate that such a couroo 
is improper, or ia the subject for criticism. 
It is simply referred to by me aa an exciting 
fact bearing upon your relations to this gov- 
ernment and germane in conaidering the 
question of your attitude thereto. It would 
not have been referred to by me except in 
response to your enquiry. In the absence 
of some spesific, definite information as to 
the intentions of your government, the fore- 
troini; are some of the facta from which thia 
I. vueiiin eii itts liFcn obliged to infer what 
such - t'ui. .1 1' . and which, coneidered 
as a whole, constitute tho United States' at- 
titude toward this govornment. 

It may lin that the proper logical deduc- 
tion and inference from thu foregoing facta 
ia that the attitude oi the United .States and 
ita reproBenlalivea toward the Provisional 
Government if, and haa been, oaaentially 
and designedly expressive of poacff. It will 
f^ivo tiie the preateat pleasure to receive an 
aaeurunoo to thia elTect; but I submit that, 
under the oiroumstaoces and in tho absence 
of Buoh assurances, they are capable of an- 
other construction, to a tullicient extent, 
at least, to warrant the qu.'atinn whicli 1 
have asked you in my oomnmnicatiou of De- 
cember 27. You finally ask my careful odu- 
aideration of tho following atalemeut con- 
tained in your letter : " Your action haa 
unfortunately arouacd tbe passions of all 
parties and made it probable that dia- 
turbaooesmay be created at any moment, 
and say that you refuse to be- 
lieve that upon re-cxaniination you 
(1) will feel at liberty to affix 
your (my) official signature to such an ex- 
traordinary declaration." In reply 1 beg to 
state that I have resided in this country for 
nearly fifty-six years, and have an intimate 
peraonal knowledge of tho conditions pre- 
vailing duriug the riot of 1874, and revolu- 
tions of 1887, 18S9 and IS!).'), and with all 
deliberation 1 s',i\l',' of !. ;/ oifu knowledge 
that during audi porioda ihcro has never 
l)eon a time wlien the country haa been sub- 
jected to Buch atriiin and exi:itemeiit aa dur- 
ing the eight days following tlio arrival of 
tbe Corwin. Tho buaineas of tho entire 
community was practically suspended, and 
ita time and energy are devoted to an ex- 
citing and absorbing conaidi'ration of the 
political situation and to military pre()ara- 
tions to meet unknown contingencies, which 
state of things had since been fortunately 
alloyed by advices from America, furnished 
in the reports of tho President's special 
Hawaiian mesnago to Congress and hia in- 
atruotiona to Your Excellency — information 
which made a antiafactory and favorable re- 
sponse to tho incjuiry of my letter to you of 
December 27. 

I also state with equal deliberation that 
auch a condition waa produced and main- 
tained by reason of your action and declara- 
tion and tho actions and declarations of 
your government and tho ciroumstancea and 
uncertainties attending thereupon, as de- 
tailed in my letter of Deo. iJ2nd ond herein, 
I make this statement in no spirit of un- 
friendliness to you and your govornment, 
but as an hiatorio*l fact, which if not al- 



ready knosvn to you, should iu tho interea'a 
of both countries, be made known to you. 
In concluaiou, I beg to refer to 
the atatemont in your communication 
of Jannry 1., v,'herein you state 
that it a source of sincere and 
profound regret thut iny letter brings 
tor the first time to you otficial information 
of the warlike preparations described by 
you were caused by aud intended for the 
diplomatic and iiiilitary ropreaentativea of 
tho United States, In reply, I would aay 
that tho regret on your part at receiving 
such information can nut exceed tho sincer- 
ity and profoundness of my own regret that 
such a condition should exist. 

This regret on my part ia only equalled 
by my inability to underatond how it haa 
come about that any Government and com- 
munity which to-day ia more closely con- 
nected with tho United States by the tioa of 
commerce, friendship and blood, than any 
other lying beyond its borders, which values 
your friendship above that of all other na- 
tions; which fully admits and appreciates 
tho many and deep obligations which it is 
under to your Government and people, 
which haa done you and yonr country no 
wrong, has been forced into a position where, 
in defence of their very right to exist, thc-y 
have been obliged to take up arms to meet 
the possible hostility of that country whosu 
flag they revere, and whose principles of 
liberty they love. I cannot but believe 
that it has arisen through a misunderstand- 
ing of the facts on the part of your Govern- 
ment and mutual apprehenaioQB of motives 
and intentions which m^iy, ] sincerely hope, 
at an early date bo cleared away."

London, Feb. 15. — A loud explosion was 
heard just after nightfall by the keepers of 
tho observatory at Greenwich, about six 

miles from London bridge. A haaty aearoh 
led to the discovery of a man, mutilated and 
groaning with pain, on the hifl-top, near the 
building. Hia legs were shattered, one arm 
had been blown from his body, acd b', had 
been almost completely disembowelled. Aa 
soon as he became conscious of the keeper's 
presence he begged them to help him or kill 
him. Ho becttmo inscnaiblo within five 
minutes, and ten minutes after being car- 
ried to tbe seamen's hospital died. 
English and French papers found on 
him, showed that ho was Martial Bourdin,a 
foreign anarchiat. A peculiar powder iu tho 
package which he had carried with him was 
not recognized by the polio", n.n'\ thii? h'is 
been sent to government experts for aualy- 
sia. The inquest will bo held probably on 
Saturday. A hurried investigation of 
Itourdin's life in London goes to show that 
he was connected with a dangerous auar- 
chist conspiracy, full details of which can 
only be known after careful police work. 

Ho was one of the foreign refugees and ia 
believed to have been in London but a few 
months. He and his colleagues frequented 
the notorious Autonomic club in Tottenham 
Court Road, and there, it is supposed, they 
hatched tho plot, which Bourdin was to help 
them execute by his contemplated act in 
Greenwich. Tho increasing activity of the 
Autonomic club has been noticed recently by 
tho police. Detectivea have been watching 
the club house conatantlj', oa well as a near 
by house in Windmill Btreor, where many of 
the anarchist refugees have lodged. The 
occupants of this house have been recently 
in constant communication with anarchists 
on the continent. Emil Henry who threw 
tho bonib in tho cafe of tho Hocel Terminus, 
haa visited them within the last year and 
ho is believed to have obtained from them 
tlie explosives whicli he used in his bomb 
on Monday night. The lodgers in tho Wind- 
mill street houae apparently discovered, a 
few days ago, that they were 
watched nn'l ..ovnriil nf thi'm v 
ishcd. Tli; :i ait ■. ri:. ( . ■ a detective saw 
Bourdin and i.uother lodger cuter the house 
together aud come out half an hour later. 
The unidentified lodger hurried off alono, 
Bourdin took a train far Greenvaoh. Hi 
carried with him, undoubtedly, tho oxplos 
ivos which caused his death. Bourdin'a ex- 
act mtenlion in making tho trip to Green 
wioh haa not been ascertained. The papers 
in hia pockets give no clue to it, although 
the first inference was that he intended to 
biow up tho observatory, but was prevented 
froiii doing so by the premuturo explosion

London, Fob. 1'). — Arrangoinents are be- 
ing made for a trial ahipmenc of British Co- 
lumbia ore. I6 is to be shipped from Van- 
couver and will oome by Cape Horn. The 
smelting will take place at SivaQaea. Is ie 
tho expectation of tho ehippera that a largo 
tnarkot will ho found hero for thid ore. A 
company la also being formed to develop cer- 
tain British Columbia mines. The samples 
of ores from these mines now exhibited here 
ace creating muoti interest in minint; 
oirolea. 

Tho Houao of Commona to-duy disagreed 
with tho House of Lords' nmendnieut to 
the Parish Council bill, providing tbatcoun- 
eils be permitted only in parishes of 600 in- 
habitants and upwards, by a vote of 2G0 to 
191. Moat of tho other amendments minit; 
by tho Lords were rejected, and proviaionb 
thit had been altered by tho Hou-,e 
of Lords were changed back to the ori,;- 
inat text. 

Newspapers this morning publish the let- 
ter of Lord Horsohcl, chairman of the gov- 
erning body of tho Imperial institute, re- 
gretting tho attuok made on Canada at iho 
institution tho other evening by Mr. Mad- 
dock, 

The new colonial pirty will meet to-mor- 
row. Gon. Sir Geo. Cheaney, in an address 
before the Colonial inatituto to-day. advo- 
cated Sir Charlea Tapper's proposal for the 
appointment of an IniperSftI Aomn>ii>tee to 
■wait upon tho privy council for the consider- 
ation of coloniul ailaira. Sir Robert Read, 
minister of defence of Victoria, Australia, 
also gave an address, and among other 
things Bttid that the chief essential of the 
unity of tho empire waa that Great Britain 
maintain her dominion of tho seas- Col. 
Drury, of Queensland, haa a letter in tlie 
Times to-day, in which he urges the iuolu- 
siou of colonial troopa in the British army. 

The German Reichstag has adopted the 
proposal made by Herr en Rickster and 
(irocher to introduce in Germany tho Aus- 
tralian method of polling, A very large 
majority of the members voted in favor of 
the proposal. 

In an editorial La Temps, of Paris, admits 
that tho bomb thrower's name is not Euiil 
Henry Bioton, but simply Emil Henry, 
Police Commisaiaty Bernard examined the 
record at the Sorbonno and found that 
Henry was graduated there in the depart- 
ment of scieoce, afcer winning a state's 
eoholarship. Henry's father waa a colonel 
of the Commune, was condemned to death 
and was forced to floo for his life. Ho went 
to Spa>s> with his wife and died there. Hia 
wife returned to France with her two eons, 
Emil and Fortune, and made her home in 
Brevanne, nineteen miles from Paris. 
She still keeps a little grocery 
store in that village. Her neighbors 
eay that Emil was a quiet, welM>ehaved 
boy when at home. He has not been in the 
village, however, for aevoral years. For- 
tune, his brother, waa regarded as the un- 
ruly und reckleea member of tho family. He 
is now aeiving a thrco-year term in tho 
Clairviuix prison for inciting to murder, 
Emil Henry's last pliiccs of residence in 
Paris, ao f ir aa the police can uEcertain, 
were single lodgings at the Place de la Ko- 
publiquo and in tho Rue Veron, While in 
this city, Henry studied epiritualiam with 
special interest, working iuduatriously in 
physical science. He read widely in I'tench 
literature. Two years ago ho gave up 
manual labor to devote much of his time to 
writing for the anarchist journals, in which 
he publishuil at tho time a defence of the 
propaganda of death. 

Since Henry outgrow hia boyhood, the 
police hivo been watching him on account of 
hia asaociation with the anarchists, and when 
he last left Brevanno to go to London, ho 
barely escaped arrtat. He was arrested 
immediately after Ravachol blew up the 
Cafe Very, but wae releuied after two days' 
detention because no proof ugainat him 
could be obtained. During bis coulinemeni, 
itowever, be was photographed and measur- 
ed by the officials of the Anthropometric de- 

Eartment. After a short sojourn in London 
e went to Spain, where he fell in love with 
a rich widow. From her he secured money 
to pay his expenses while be travelled about 
preaching anarchism. He is said to have 
been in America within tho last six or seven 
nioaths, and to have been Impriaoned there 
for a ehort lime owing to hia violent 
speechea and disorderlj conduul, Heiiry 
waa liiat employed in Paris l)y M. Dupuy, 
a deoirutive sculptor, in iln: Rue dc Hocroy, 
M . i.y said to tlu! United Pros'i corrru- 
po;ideir lo-day : " Henry earned 17^) franca 
a month when he was with nie. He was a 
good workman and I nevi r had the slightest 
reaaon to complain of hio'. He left without 
a motive and I learned htterward that tho 
■polico were after him because he had deliv- 
ered a violent oration oenintring tlie explo- 
sion in tho Rue dea Bona Knfunls. He dirt 
this on tho very niyht when the explosion 
occurred." The street before the ciifo in 
tho HiA(^I Ti-rininua ia crowed this eveaiug 
aa it was last night with curioua nien and 
women. 

Tho National Liberal Federation of Eng- 
land has cndorend the Newcastle programme 
and unanimously adopted a resolution to 
tho eir<;ct that tho habitual disregard of the 
national will by the House of Lorda ia an 
intolerable abuse, and assuring tho min- 
istry enthusiustio support for whatever 
measures are employed to secure to the 
Houae of Commona paramount authority. 
In speeches on tho resolutions the Lords 
wore denounced as a fraudulent company, 
using their political position for their own 
pecuniary interests, and that what the peo- 
ple wanted was first to quarrel with them, 
then to secure the destruction of tbeir great 
enemies. 

Baron Blano, accompanied by Mr. Potter, 
American minister, and others, yesterday 
witnessed the opening of an Etruscan tomb 
recently discovered at Tarquinii. It was 
fountl to contain relics of the period 800 
B C, 

In tho French Chamber of Deputies to- 
day, Ur. Mario Kiiouard Vaillant, Sooialiat 
member, attempted to make an apology for 
displaying the redJU ig at Ivry cemetery, last 
Suiidaj by a ncuubcr of visitors. He wua 
ordered to lea^e tho tribunal ; his remarks 
were ordered struck out of the oliicial 
record and proceedings of tho Chamber. Aa 
he left tho tribunal ho denounced the mom- 
bera aa a pack of aaaaasina. 

It ia believed the bomb throwing at tho 
Hotel Torininua on Monday was part of a 
vast anarchist conspiracy with tweiily-threo 
engaged in it. Henry has oonfesacd he 
held a communication with Dr, Roclua, 
who, tho police allege, waa in league with 
Vaillant.

FIRED AT AMEEICANS. 

Brazilian Insurgent Warship Marie Tries to 
Sink U. S. S. Newark's Launch In 
Bio Harbor. 

(CopyriRht 1891, by the United Press ) 
Rio Janeiuo, Feb. 15 —On Tuesday night 
last a launch belonging to the American 
cruiaer Newark, took aahoro from the 
vessel several sailors who had been attacked 
by yellow fever. The men wore taken to 
tho yellow fever hospital and tho launch re. 
turned to the Newark. On her way back 
her courao took her oloao to tho anchorage 
of tho merchant fleet. Lying among tho 
merchantmen waa tho inBurg.;nt atoamer 
Marte. Tho latter fired threo ahota at 
the launch, but all three went wild, 
doing no damage. The representative of tho 
United Preaa saw tho captain of the Marto 
yesterday and questioned him aa to why ho 
fired on tho American. Tlio captain do- 
Glared that he didn't know that tho lounoh 
was an American. This atateniont, how- 
evtr, ia not worthy of belief, aa tho launches 
belonging to the Amorican warships arc 
easi'y diatinguiahable from those belonging 
to the other ships, and from tho other boats 
tb.u ply about tho harbor. After lauding 
111 r siok sailors, the Newark, under ordora 
from Bear Admiral Beuham, commander of 
the Amorican eqnadron sailed for Monte- 
video whore she will be disinteoted. It is 
the opinion of those who know what sort of 
a place tho biy ia during the yellow fever 
season, that tho fleet of warships ought to 
anchor oil' Copacabuna, outside the harbor. 
There ia no fever at that place, which is 
easy of communication to tho city.

New York, Feb. 15.— The Immigration 
authorities believe that they have a case of 
violation of the alien contract labor law 
against ex-PostmastorGeneral Wunnamakor. 
Immigration Tnapector Wahle took to Ellis 
island, on auapicion of being contract labor- 
era, William Timmina, aged 12, a lace 
weaver ; Bridget Gallagher, aged 23, a lace 
apinner ; Owen Curran, aged 26, and Hugh 
Feeny, aged '23, a weaver. Thoy had como 
from Philadelphia, and were looking Up 
their baggage preparatory to soiling for Eu 
rope. Timmina, acting na spokes- 
man, said that they had all come 
from MionadufT, County Donegal, Ireland, 
through correspondence with tho Donegal 
Industrial fund, whoao hoadquartera are in 
London. Timmins received a contract 
paper for himself and his companions, pro- 
viding they were to work for f 1 a week 
each and board, end go to any part of tho 
United States designed by Mrs. Krnost 
Hart. They signed the contract and re- 
ceived Bteamsbip tickets from Liverpool 
to New York. Jast then Tiniinina' 
brother returned from the United States 
and advised them not to go there. 
They decided against coming, and sent 
back their steamer tickets by return 
mail. The tickets were returned to them 
with the information that, as they had sign- 
ed a contract, they would have to go, and if 
they did not they would be punished. This 
frightened them into coming They arrived 
here on December 8, and at Philadelphia 
were met by Mr. Whitmen, acting for iMrs. 
Krnest Hart. He took them to the Key- 
atone hotel and later put them at work in 
Mrs. Harl'a lace di'tjartmcnt, in the Wanna- 
niaker building. Their work was on an ex- 
hibition orderi I'nd continued until a month 
ago, when Mrs. Hart abki-d thuni to sigti an- 
other contract to go to the Midwinter Pair 
in Cuhfornia. This they did, but a 
week ago were informed that the 
California scheme had fallen throui^h 
and that thi-y must return to Ireland. Mrs. 
Hart :miw llicm oil at Philadelphia on 
Wednesday, handing them thuir ateainshlp 
tickets as t ho train started, yucond chin 
passage had hi-cn proniited Ihum but llieir 
tickets oiled for steerage only. After 
arriving here they couldn't liiid their bag- 
gage and it was owin^ to tins mishap that 
rhty cume under the eye of the law.

TB£1 OTHilR SIDE. 

The Ximes, in an artiole on the bluster of 
the Glttdatonians, saya : " In card-tablo 
parlance, the Government has been bluliing 
on a bad hand, and the risks of that opera- 
tion are known to b« eonsiderablo. The 
House of Lords will adhere to the position 
tuUen up, loavicg Gladstone to sacrifice the 
Employers' Liability Bill if he chooses. It 
is not easy for him to take any other 
course." The date of tlio telegram that 
contains those sentences is the 13ch inst. It 
is very unfortunate tba^ we in Canada can 
got only one aide of the atory. We aeo what 
the Gladatonians auy of the atand taken by 
the Lords, but wo are obliged to v.-ait until 
tho news comes by mnil to find out what the 
Unionists have to say about tho matter. It 
is surprising tbut Canada cannot get itn 
ocean telegraph service of its own. 



THE BUDGET SPEECH. 

The apeech which the Finance Minister 
delivered yesterday was, as his budget 
speeches always are, clear and comprehen- 
sive. The hearer learned from it that the 
policy of the Government is not a oheBfee- 
paring policy. The country being new and 
rich in natural resources, a liberal e.'cpondi- 
ture is absolutely necessary for its healthy 
development. The ^linister showed that 
for tho money it expended the province re- 
ceived fall value in roads, traila, bridges, 
sohool bouses, court houaes, and other public 
works, as well as new country explored and 
opened up. In purauance of ita policy of pro- 
greaa and development the Government has 
aided railways and encouraged agriculture 
and other induatriea in various ways. Mr 
Turner sbowed by fignros tbat conld not be 
controverted that the revenue of the Prov 
inco, instead of declining, ns some of the 
factious eneniiea of the country had de- 
clared, has been gradually undergoing a 
healthy and most encouraging expansion 
and this in spite of the fact that the Gov 
ernment has handed sources of revenue over 
to the municipalities. 

It was not to be expected that so young a 
province aa British Columbia could make all 
the improvements that were required out 
of current revenue. It was considered 
good ecoDomy to borrow. Loans were ob 
luined l)y the Finance Minister on very fa 
vorable terms and their proceeds were 
being expended judioiottsly and to the ad 
vantage of the country. A good deal of the 
Finance Minister's time was taken up in oor 
recting tho mistatements that had been 
made by the enemies of the Government 
who wore either ignorant of finance or who 
had deliberately misrepresented the nature 
of the Government's financial tranaaotions 
and the condition of the country in order to 
effect their own factious purpoeea. His ex 
planationa were clear and to persons of in- 
telligence vi\\o are also impartial they were 
perfectly aatiefactory. The statementa of 
revenue and expenditure and also the de 
tails of loan transactions contained 
in the speech should be carefully 
studied by every one who desires 
to be in a position to form an 
intelligent opinion on the financial state of 
the Province. This is tho more necessary 
as it is now evident that tho Opposition 
intend by every means in their power to 
produce the impression that the finances of 
the Province have been badly managed. 
We balievo that they will not succeed, for 
there ia not a town or village or settlement 
in British Columbia that does not bear wit 
neas to the soundneaa of the Government's 
financial polioy. Improvements of one 
kind and another are to be seen in all of 
them — improvements that they would not 
have had and benefited by, if the Finance 
Minister had pursued a policy which some 
small — very small — politicians regard ua 
econoniiottl, but which so far from being 
truly economical is extravagant in the 
highest degree. 

PBBTTY WELL SETTLED. 

The United States Senate has not made 
any material change in the Wilson Tariff 
BiU. It Js believed even by tho Bopublicans 
that it will booome law pretty much in the 
same shape as it loft the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It may now, therefore, bo taken 
for granted that coal, lumber, iron ore, lead 
ore carrying silver, and wool will he placed 
on the free list, and the duties on agri- 
cultural oroduco will bo greotly lowered. 
The Seattle Poat-Intolligenoer, we soe, com- 
plains bitterly that tho duty on barley ia to 
be only 2."> per cent, ad valorem, and that 
tho duty on pig iron will be reduced to 20 
per cent. The reduotion of the duties on 
many of these commodities will make a oor- 
responding reduction in the Canadian tariff 
noccsaary. Sir John Thompson committed 
himself to this policy at Pictou, N. H., a 
abort time ogo. Coal and lumber being on 
the free list will be of very great benUt i 
to this Province, and na long as it| 



A COR^'ER IN LIQUOR. 

As our readers know, the Legislature of 
South Carolina last year passed a very peou 
liar liquor law. The people were tired of 
the licenao system and there woio too many 
in tho Slate opposed to a prohibitory l.iw to 
permit of its being enforced. After ii.ucli 
deliberation the Logislatuie piisae-l wliul 
was called the "Diapenaary Liw." By tliis 
law the Government was made the only 
llciuor-eeller in the State. This, it aeema, 
waa almoat tho only restriction placed on 
tho triiHic. lOvcry one in South Carolina 
could get all the liquor he w.iiitcd proviilcil 
ho bought it at tho State dispeu.sjiy, "II 
ia simply required to uign a written request, 
for tho liquor, stating his age, reatdenoe and 
the kind and quantity ot liquor wanted, to 
pay the cost, lake tho scaled package and 
depart.' Tho State bound itself to give him 
a pure article, of standard strength and 
honeet measure. The packages are not to bo 
opened on tho premises and all aales are 
made in the day time. This makes treat- 
ing impossible and carousing a little difli 
cult. 

The new law haa not been a failure by 
any means. It ia not very rigidly enforced 
but nevertlielosa the Governmenl drives a 
roaring trade in li(|uor. Tho Governor of 
the state, Hon. B, B. Tillman, tells tho 
readers of the Korth American Review 
that 

All the legal whiskey trallio haa boon 
turned into one channel Ibwiug to Colum 
bia, tho central distributing depot. Agri 
cultural Hall, a large two-story buildmg 
with a cellar thus making three atoriee, 
Ui7 feet by 35 fsttt, had been turned into 
bottling works. It ia only a question 
of time when tho erection of much larger 
quarters will bo necessary. Fifty-four 
employes working ten hours every day, are 
kept busy bottling, and we find it almost 
impossible to keep the local dispensaries in 
stock, and that, too, when I think it safe to 
say thot not more than one-half of tho 
liquor bsiog drunk in the State at this timo 
has passed through the dispensary. Lirgo 
(juantitiea were purchased in advance, or in 
anticipation of the liiw going into ell'ect, by 
ooiifumers, while there is hardly a train 
entering the State day or night, paesenger 
or freight, which doL'S not haul oontrabjud 
litjuor. Some of the railroads are yielding 
a measure of obedience to the law, bur moat 
of them defy it or lend their aasistance to 
smuggling liquor into the Stale. 

It will be seen by this that tho South 
Carolina law ia not prohibitory by any 
means, yet it Is claimed for it that 
it lessons lite consumption of liquor 
in tho State, a-id also the evils which are 
tho conscquenc-.'s of liquor drinking. Tin 
Governor saya of the law : " I will not pre 
tend that it is aa good as prohibition woidd 
be, but I do say that prohibition, here or 
anywhere elae, is impossible, and the only 
question is how beat to regulate the trafHc 
ao aa to minimize tho inevitable injury to 
society inseparable from tho sale of liquor 
under any circumstances." He aaaorts that 
since the Dispensary law went into opera- 
tion tho arrests for drunkenness and dis- 
order have greatly diminished, and be pro- 
duces figures to prove his assertion. The 
number of places at which liquor can bo 
legitimately sold, are much fewer now than 
they were under the licenao system. There 
were in tho State six hundred si.loons and 
four hundred druggists permitted to sell in- 
toxicating drinks, under tho old law ; but 
under the new the number of Dia- 
penaaries will never exceed one hundred 
and twenty live. 

The pecuniary resulla are, tho Governor 
conaidcrs, aatiafactory. The net prolii 
in four months of tho atato diapenaary waa 
132,198 and of the counties §20,295. There 
ure at present only fifty dispenaaries in 
operation. Of course when the new systen'. 
gets fairly established and the competition 
of illicit whiskey niills atrangled, the sales 
will bo more numerous and tho profits 
greater. The oppoaition to the law is pretty 
strong but in the opinion of the Governor it 
has come to stay. 

UNDER A NEW NAME. 

It haa been hard In kill the Louisiana 
lottery. It has made its nominal head- 
quarters at Honduraa. At its eatablish- 
menla there tho drawinga are made, but it 
bus very cunningly obtained a footing at 
Port Tampa in Florida. By an exoeedingly 
simple and apparently innocent alteration In 
the lottery law of that State which it pro- 
cured by aome means, it makes it impossible 
for the authorities to close tho printing office 
which it haa fitted up in thit out-of-the-way 
place. The ohange In the law waa very 
cleverly made and it ia believed that the 
company have influence enough to prevent 
Ita being amended baok to Its original condi- 
tion. Tho United Stages Post OflSoe la taking 
active measures to provent tho "Honduraa 
Company" and ita " printory " at Port 
Tampa getting their letters, circulara, 
money orders, etc., through the maila. Thoy 
are to bo marked "fraudulent" and returned 
to the aenderi. 



THE ONTARIO PLEBISGITE. 

This is whot the Moutreal Gazatte says 
about tho plobiscite lately taken in Ontario : 

Tho country districts, according to tho 
full report of the Ontario plebiscite, show- 
ed greater favor to . the prohibition Idea 
than the oiiiea and towna. In the latter 
about UO per cent, of the total vote was 
polled, and the ballots were cast in the 
proportion of almost three to two in 
favor of probibition. In the counties 
which, of course, include a number of towns 
of conbideriiblo size in their municipal lim- 
its, about, (ij por cent, of the totiil vote came 
out, and "yea" billota wero cast in the 
proportion ot nl)out Iwo to one. Ou a total 
male vote of liO.'i.'Jll, there were cast for 
prohibition 192, IST votes, and against 
110,7ri7. The total mujorily for was 
Sl.T.'iO. As has been said before, 
however, tho prospects of a succcasful 
prohibition law are not to bo judged of on 
tho face of theeo roturua, I^ waa recoguiz^id 
bafore tho plebiscite was taken that it waa 
only an expreoaion of opinion, having no 
I'.igid or conalilulional ell'eot. It was not 
oven auro that thu Province had tho power 
lo enforce proliibit;ion if a Legislature could 
be elected to enact it. Tho aamo un- 
certainty atill i.xiata.

Tho total picbificito vote for and 
against prohibition was ."'J.OOO leas than 
tint oust in Ihu preceding Provincial dec 
lion, when a amuUer number of voters' 
niMiiefi were on the list. The prohibition 
volo wa;i 1(1 per cent, of tho total. Even 
allowing for absenteea and names on tho 
liata more than once, it cannot be called 
anything like a majotily of the voting 
population ; and prohibition, it is lo b 
remembered, would affect a much hu L'e 
community than that represented by t,h 
electoral lints. As an attempt to Hociiie a 
verdict for the suppression of the sale, man 
ufaclurc and importation of Intoxicating 
beverages the Ontario plebiscite was not a 
success, and any attempt to enforce prohibi 
tien on its strength is pic-dooniod to failure

Yankee Horn Traders. Import Horses and 

Cheat Uncle Sam Out of the 

Customs Duty, 

Boston', Feb 15. — Tho special agents of 
the Treasury department for tho district of 
New England believe they have unearthed 
Q gigantic iioheme v/hioh haa been worked 
with Buoceaa to defraud the United 
Stutea Government. For some months 
past tho olliciala have boon at 
woik ."touring evidence ngainat cer- 
tain people who were suspected of im- 
porting valualile horuea from Eng!und in 
violation of the ouatoma laws. Special Ag- 
ent Converse J. Smith, who had clmrgo of 
this agency, has worked ou tho case 
personally and Special Inspector C, 
G. Andrews has been assiating him. 
They were successful in running 
down the first case about a week ago, when 
they seized a valuable unregistered stallion 
at Bangor, Maine, for undervaluation. 'I'he 
horso was entered at the Port of Vanceborn, 
Maine, at 3140 by F. B, Bennett, who 
claimed residence in Topeka, Kansaa. An 
inviatigation showed that £10U v.-aa 
p.iid for the animal in England lust 
August liy IC Bennett & Son, also 
of Topeka, Kuna., and imported at Montreal, 
tho Bamo month, Tho horso was destined 
for New Xork City, where it iu claimed the 
present owner resides. This circumstance 
alono around the suspicions of the Treaaury 
oliicials, as it is far from tho direct route 
between New York und England. Special 
Inepcctor Andrews made the seizure 
and turned the animal over to Hon. 
J. W. Palmer, collector of customs at Ban- 
I'ov, Maine, and it will be forfeited to tho 
Uniii'd Slatea Ciovernment. It ia csli-

A ctTNFERKSCK Wua held yesterday after- 
noon between the mayor and aldermen and 
tho city aohool trustees. One of tho sub- 
jects considered waa the diapoaition of a be- 
.jneal made by the late J. 1). Pembertou for 
the improvement of the Central school 
groundo and tho establishment of a cymna- 
aium thereon. Aa tho groumiu and fencing 
are in fairly good condition, ic was thought 
beat to expend the full amount on tho gym 
naaium, if thia ia satiafactory to the friends 
of tho deceased. Mayor Tcuguo waa ap 
pointed a committee of ono to arrange all 
matters on behalf of the council, and to act 
in conjuaotion with a representative of the 
school board. The estimite of tho school 
trustees to meet the expenses of tho current 
year for educational purposes woa next taken 
up, Iho council asked for a reduction of 
the total, but the trustees maintained that 
their estimate had been prepared with a 
view to economy, consistent with efficient 
Horvioe, and could not ba changed with the 
advice of tho trustees. 

Brn.NlNfi on the property of John Cough- 
Ian, Burnsido road, ia a pile of clay which 
attracts considerable attention and curi- 
osity. The clay is being made fireproof for 
uee in laying concrete flooring in the new 
Government buildings, and the -method of 
preparation is probably for the first time 
adapted in this Province, the idea having 
been received from the Old Country. Con- 
tractor Drake has the contract for getting 
about 1,000 cubic yards of prepared clay 
ready for use, and in so doing expects to 
burn a good many carloads of coal. The 
work wa« commenced on Thursday, and 
already he haa ono pile of the burned clay, 
containing nearly 100 cubic yarda, ready tor 
uae, and another of aimilar aize almoat com- 
pleted. Au oflicial test of tho preparation 
ahowB it 10 be juat what ia required. >Six 
men in tho daytimo and four at night are 
employed at the work, They start a pile 
burning by spreading alternate layera of 
clay six inchea thick with a small fire of 
brush and coal between each. 



SEALING! REGDLATIONS. 

.\iiAncrIcau Statement ItcgiirdliiK the Delays 
In FriimlDB the nccpBSiiry Jleasures— 
Neither Country to liliuuc, 

WASHIN0TO>r, Feb, 15 —The moat sweep- 
ing denial ia made of the atatement that a 
acrioua disagreement exiata between the 
British und American governments in tho 
negotiations for the protection of tho 
seal fislierios in Behring Sea during 
the condng period. It ia aaid that Sir 
Julian L'auncefole, tiie Iifi'.i.-ih umbaaaador, 
" ia exercising extreme diplomatic mothoda 
to aocure a inodilicalion of tho regula- 
tions already agreed upon or to 
delay tlieir promulgation until too late to 
j)revent tho Canadian sealers from making 
their usual cilchea. It ia a a.ed upon the 
higheat authority that the British govern- 
ment could not change the regulaliona if 
it deaired and it does not so desire. 
If, when the regulations are finally consid- 
ered by Sir Julian Pauncefoto and Scoretarv 
Gresham, both gentlemen are satisfied to 
make certain modifications which may 
give bettor efTect to tho regulations, 
a change may be made. But it only 
can bo done by mutual consent. The delay 
in reaching a settlement of the matter ariaea 
from the fact that tho macliinery of the 
British Foreign office, like that, of the Am- 
erican Department of State, moves slowly. 
Moreover the bill, which is designed to 
carry the regulations into effect, prescribing 
the methods, eta, in connection with their 
enforcement must firs t of necessity be sub- 
mitted to the Canadian Govern- 
ment before it i« introduoed ia iho Ikit- 
i,"h Parliament and the Amerio*n Congreaa. 
Tiiero has been more or leas correspondence 
l)otwcen tho Canadian Capital and the 
Britiah Foreign Oliicc regarding ih; bill, and 
this corrD-'p ndoncG haa been conducted 
ttirough the mails, which accounta in great 
part for tho delay. Tho draft of tin- 
bill haa been cxpecteil on every mail 
steamer from England for tho last fort- 
night, Itniayariive any day. When it 
reaches the Britiah ambaaaador the latter 
will submit its proviaiona to Secretary 
Greaham. If it meets the approval of that 
gontloinan the fact will at onco be tele- 
graphed to tho Britiah I'rcmier, und the bill 
be immediately introduced into Parliament. 
Similar speedy action will bo ob- 
served on the p-irt of thia government. 
Tin) H,-iti.sh ambaHsador haa made every 
eir.ii t to etTect a settlement of the.so annoy- 
iim maltera of detail. It is neither hia 
fault nor that of hia Gavernment that n 
conoluaion was not reached a month ago. 
It ia confidently expected that tho regula- 
tions will bo put into c-ildct in time to be- 
come operative before the sealing season 
begins.

The Wife of the I'rlnce Changes the Venue 
by Brlnglnir Her Children to the U. !S. 

Washincto.v, Feb. \'). — The arrival in 
New ^■ork of I'rinccss Colonna, stepdaugh- 
ter of Mr, J, W. Maokay, with her ohil 
drcn, followed by the veiy explicit decree ol 
French court declaring tia''- the Prince, 
and not the Princess, is the legal 
guardian of the children, and aocompaujed 
by tho further statement that Prince 
Colonna may even now bi on his way to 
New York, have auggeated a nice question 
of international law.

[jreaent year. Tho large nundjer in attend- 
'inco at the Bpecial dairy school hua fully 
jualified your action in providing increaeed 
accommodation. 

The aignal eucccBa nf the Province at the 
\\ orld'.-) Columbian F.xpoBition hao boen a 
matter of just pride and satisfaction to our 
people. 15y our cxliibiia of live atock, grain, 
fruit, honey, cheeoe, minerals, natural his- 
tory and education, we have ahoivn that 
Ontario possesses great natural resources 
and in their development has kept pace 
with wealthier and more populous countriia. 

" The lumber trade continued active and 
the marketa good during the early part of 
of the laat ye'ir until the monetary string- 
ency in the United States caused nnich de- 
preeaion in husiueaa in that country. Prices 
since then have not been high nor the mar- 
ket so active. Notwithstanding this, the 
receipts from the woods and forests have, I 
am pleased to say, more than equalled the 
estimated revenue from that source. 

" A considerable area of fertile land has 
now been surveyed on the shores of Lake 
Teniiscamicgue, and is easy of access 
and capable of sustainiog a largo popu- 
lutioD. During the year a crown land 
agency haa been established at Hidley- 
bury, at the northern end of the luko 
and aevtral townships have been opened 
for sale to actual settlers. There ia reason 
to hope that an important aettlement may 
soon be foi ip.ed to take advantuge of tho 
great natural reaourcta of thia northern por- 
tion nf the province. 

" The act piaaed during the laat aeaaion of 
tho Legislature fertile prevention of cruelty 
to, and tho hotter protection of childrin haa 
been favorable received, and a gratifying 
disposition haa been manifested by tho 
public to tukfi advantage of ita provisions. 
Heacuing children from lives of crime and

Toronto, Feb. 15. — The Mail's Washing-

tho'ruMuil catch. Sir Ju ian Pauncefote 
has had frequent conferences with Stcro- 
tary Gresham on the suhj-'ut, Tho secretary 
tuggosls a modus vivendi in tho regulationa, 
providing a penalty for tho violation, which 
was omitted by the arbitrators. Reports 
from tho Northwest indicate that the sealing 
fleet are Rotting awav on their hunt earlier 
than usual this year."

He 
3.\id : In nidviiig I ho re.'iolution for going 
into conuiiittee of .-nipply ,1 propodo tu fi)l- 
low the [iicthod that has been adopted lor 
sever. d ycird past, ai,, Ihougli tliat metliod 
may bo (jpen to cen.sui-o on tho ground that 
there is niiich aamenutia in it — yet tiikir.g 
into conHidenition tlie fiuliject under review, 
I tliink it is tlie most atraightforvvard and 
sini])lo, and places the matter wliich wo 
ahall ciinaider in u clear way before this 
house and the country. This method is to 
taki up tir.s'. tlic Public Accounts report to 
.iUth Juno liiat — tho end of the last li.ioal 
year ; pissing theae accounts in review, 
then taking a glance at tho business of the 
present jc.ir, which will terminate on tho 
30th June ncx'', with a view cspeeinlly to 
considering ivhat reaources will be left over 
al the end of thin year ftr the work of tho 
future. We shall then turn to the subject 
-.vhich is more particularly tho buainess of 
the committee of supply which we propose 
to go into, that is the e.xpenditure for t ho 
coming fjsoal year commencing on tho 1st 
■July next, and the revenue by which that 
expenditure will bo provided for. 

To turn now to the public accounts for 
the past year. V\'e see that the revenue 
amounted to §1,019,206, or §36,258 lets 
than the estimate we made of it at the com- 
mencement of 1892, and which waa voted 
in this bouse during that session. It will bo 
noticed OD referring to the accounts that there 
■was a fall off of revenue from the estimate 
under the heads of wild land tax §37,000, 
provincial revenue tax $10,000, real prop- 
erty tax $10,000, timber royalties §35,000, 
timber leases, etc , $1'J,000, land sales §20,- 
000. Tho declension under the head of 
wild land tax and real property tax Is to be 
mainly accounted for by the fact that new 
township nuinicipalitiea were formed and 
tliese taxes became tho revenue of the muni- 
cipalities and the fall olF under revenue tax 
by that tax now going to tho oitieo for 
schnol purposes. At tho time the estimates 
were made llio municipilitiea had not been 
formed, conseijaently this fall ofl' could not 
be provided against. It points, however, to 
the fact that it is of the utmost importance 
in the formation of municipalities that they 
should come into existence at such a time of 
year as would prevent the collection of taxes 
within their limits conflicting with the Gov- 
ernn.enl aeaeasmenc. It is to bo noted that 
as these municipalities get into thorough 
working they will, as a contra to absorbing 
provincial revenue, pay for their own public 
works, thus reducing tho provincial expen- 
diture to that extent. Tho loss of revenue, 
however, must bo felt before the gain from 
decreased expenditure is experienced. 

The reduction under timber licenses and 
royalties is accounted for by tho very bad 
state of the timber trade during the last two 
years. It was felt that if the Government 
pressed the lumbering industry for the pay- 
ment of their licenses and royalties it mi{;ht 
have the effect, in the dcproaaed state uf 
trade, of seriously crippling this moat impor- 
tant industry and possibly closing several of 
the mills, which for acme time have only 
been kept open to prevent the loss arising 
from cloaing, and not for any profit they 
could make. Any aovore action of the gov- 
ernment at such a time might have been tho 
ineaiia ul throwing many men out of employ- 
ment. 

These chart^es, however, stand against 
tho various properties and are good assets 
and will no doubt be paid aa trade improves, 
of which there are good indications. The 
fall oil under tho head of land sales, it is 
hardly m.-ce-isary to state, is accounted for 
by the change in tho land act, which pro- 
vents the sale ni wild lands. The question 
of tho heat method of dealing with public 
liUids, we Ibid is giving trouble in other 
provinces, aud it is a subject of vital im- 
portance to now countries. Sonu; have 
adopted tho plan of porpetur>l leases and it 
is said that very great aucccsa has attended 
this movement. Thoro arc, however, many 
who dispute thia and aoaert that it has not 
been in foi oe long enough to be proved and 
that if it is a success in somo colonies, still 
the conditioua of IJritish Columbia are so 
varied itnd so difFerent from thoao, for in- 
stance of Now Zealand, that it is doubtful 
if success would attend such an experiment 
here. 

It will he observed that the sums that I 
have referred to greatly exceed the total 
fall of in the revenue from the amount esti- 
mated. To account for this we iiave to 
turn to the other side where we find that 
there are very oonalderable increases of 
revenue over the amount estimated. 
AmoDgat these appear mining recoipta in 
excess by $16,000, registry fees, §18,000; 
probate fees, $3,000; licenses, §8,000, and 
increase of subsidy from the Dominion, 
$S,000, and several other increaaea of minor 
importance. Those increaaea arising under 
tho heads of mining are very satiafuotory. 
They arc ciuiaed by very important develop- 
ments heiiig made in our mining diatricta, 
particularly in Kontenay. Similar develop- 
menta are also now being extended to other 
parts of the province, notably in tho direc- 
tion of old Cariboo, where a largo amount of 
capital is now being expended for the 
placing of apparatus and plant for tho 
carrying on of large hydraulic mines, and 
there is a very good prospect that that por- 
tion of our province will again be contribut- 
ing an important amount of gold to tho 
world. 'L'iio increase under lioonsoa ia also 
an indication of new Bottlomenta in tho pro- 
vince. There is o, largo inoreaao, however, 
of qnito onothcr nature and one which prob- 
ably will bo repugnant to many of our oiti- 

■ zens, — I refer to §25,000 under the head of 
Chiaeso restriction tax. . I think, however, 
that although this indicates a large arrival 

- of Chinese in thq.provinoe, it does not at all 



prove that there is any increase of that ele- 
ment in tiio population, as we have every 
reason to believe that fully as many, or poa- 
sibly a good many more, have left the pro- 
vince than have entered it. We believe 
that Washington territory and Oregon are 
to a great extent supplied through this 
channel. We know that there are a very 
large number on the Columbia river, ua 
there are twenty-three salmon cannoriea 
on that river, every one of which ia run 
by Chinese oontraotors. The two or three 
canneries that formerly employed white 
labor have boon compelled to close owmg to 
tho fact that they oould not ooropefe with 
tho Alaska pack under such conditions. 

Turning now to tho expenditure in tho 
same vear we find that the estimate made of 
it was .*l,.'!G9,U.i 1, whilst the actual expendi- 
ture amounted to Sl, i;!l, l.'i8 — au excess over 
tho eatimatca of $til,SI)l. This excess of 
expenditure over wliat it was estimated at 
arose very largely from public works, some 
flL'.OUO l)eir,g over expended on roads, 
streets and bridges, and §15,000 on surveys, 
thofo works being rendered necessary by the 
condition of tho country and the desire of 
tho Government to promote tho welfare 
of tho people. Tiiero was also a 
very considerable increase under tho 
head of miscellaneous. Thia arose 
largely in connection with tho health act. 
As you aro aware, tho government took 
very active meaaures to prevent tho intro- 
duction of disease into tho province, aud its 
eirorta proved eminently successful. The 
over expenditure under thia head waa $18,- 
000. There wore somo other heads of excoea 
of expenditure of minor importance. On 
the other hand some votes were not fully 
expended. I have said that the total rev 
enuo waa $1,019, '206 and tho total oxpendi- 
turo $1,1.'!1,4SS, an exoesa of expenditure 
over revenue of $lll2,L'o:i, and 1 know some 
of onr friends who are so very anxious to 
show that thia government is rapidly run- 
ning the country into debt will point to thia 
aa a confirmation of their widely proclaimed 
statement. But, sir, they must hear in mind 
that at the oommenoement of that fiscal 
year to which we are referriuj; vie had on 
hand some §750,000, which had been bor- 
rowed to be expended on such public worka 
aa it has been applied to, and that at the 
end of tho year there waa atill a uatiafaotory 
balance lo the good. 

Wo will now turn to tho present liecal 
year, commencin',' la: July last. At that 
time we had in eaah a! buik or in agenta' 
hands an amount available of $si7."),'-'tjti to 
commence the year, being the balance I have 
juat referred to. Since that time we have 
received from tho Nakuap & Slocan railroad 
a deposit of $1 18,100, and in addition to 
this sum we have the revenue for the year 
terminating ,'!l)th .June next, estimated at 
$I,05S,()9'J, or a total of $1 .."i.lL' liriS to carry 
on tho work of the piesontyear. Against 
thia there ia the expenditure as voted lor 
thia year to ."iOth Juno next. $1, '-277,10;, and 
the aupplementary to be voted for special 
warranta, $81, ISO; total of $l,.'),'jS ;);iS ; 
showing a balance to good of $19-1,021. 
To deduct, however, from this will bo the 
addition to aupplementary estimates for 
public works, to be now voted, which are 
in your hands, amounting after allowing for 
lapsed balances about $.'!S.S'2() more and tho 
p.vyinenta for interest on railway guarantees 
obout to be provided for, $liO,000. After 
those deductions aro made there is still a 
balance on tho credit side for the SOth Juno 
next of about §100,000. If^ we now, Mr. 
Speaker, refer to the estimates for that 
year which are in your hands, commencing 
lat July next, it will be seen that tho rev- 
enue is placed at $1,17S,1I9 -l"). In addition 
to this wo have tho funds available at the 
end of this year, estimated, aa beforu stated, 
at $IU0,0U0, but in order to provide for 
continnencies ws have placed this amount at 
only $OU,00(», thus giving ua total available 
funds of $l,'iGS,l-l9. These eatimatca of 
reooipts have been very cirefully gone in- 
to. It will bo observed that there 
is a slight increase under tho head 
of per capita grant amounting to somo 
$-', ICO. Wo estimate, alao, that there will 
be an increaae over the paat year's recoipta, 
from mining revenuo.«, amounting to about 
$1,0110 ; under licenaea some $2,000, ami 
undi-r tho heading-i of ri';d ^nid personal 
property, wild land and revenue tax an 
increaae of $.")0,fiijO Tliear, with the excep- 
tion of the reV'nue tax, aro actual as'^eaa- 
menta. On the oth{r band there will be a 
decline, under tho head uf land suits, of 
some $29,000 from the actual receipts of last 
year, arising from the causes already indi- 
cated, and on tho registry lee.'<, which 
depend largely on land aalea, a decrease of 
aome §8,000. Wo also calculate o consider- 
able fall off under tho head of Chinese 
restriction. Included in this revenue is the 
sum of §130,000, arising from the conversion 
of tho loans of 1877 and 1887, which 
atnouut and possibly more will be at our 
diapoaal on 30ih June next. I shall allude 
to thia subject again further on. We take 
up now the expenditure for the same year, 
and find thot it ia placed at $l,2,'!7,G-t8, 
included in this being the aum of 
$" ll!,950 for public worka iu addition to tho 
public worka lo be voted in tho supple- 
mentary estimate, amounting to $07,000, 
which we have already takeu consideration 
of in the expenditure fur tho present finan- 
cial year. It is hardly ueceaaary, I Ihir.k, 
to go through all the ainouuta of expendi- 
ture. I may very briefly refer to them un- 
der their headings in ttie summary. Under 
public debt there is an increase over the 
amount eatimated for the preaeiil year of 
somo $.'10,000. This arises partly from an 
under-eatimate laat year resjiectmg conver- 
sion, and $2.'i,!)l)7of it on account of new lo 
Under civil government salaries the expend- 
iture ia eatimated at about $12,(11)0 under 
that of the prcaent year. Under adminis 
tration of salaries there is a rcduc 
tion of about $G,l>0(). These reductions 
have been made after inoat careful consider- 
ation of the circumstaneoa. It is of the ut- 
moat importance that tho buainoaa of the 
country ahould bo carried on in an ellicient 
manner, and in order to ellect thia it is ab- 
aolutely neoeasary that good men ahould bo 
employed and that they ahould be properly 
paid. The expenses under these heads 
must be large in proportion to that of other 
countries owing to the character of the 
country, its vast extent and email popula- 
tion and the nature of its industries. Wher- 
ever new mining oamps are opened it is im- 
perative to have government otBces to take 
charge of the business and officers of justice 
to look after the safety of the district, and 
the expenditure on these to a great extent 
precedes any revenue that tho country can 
obtain from tho opening of now minea. 
Under legislation there is an increase of 
aome $90()0. This arises mainly from tho 
sums to bo used in connection with the ap- 
proaching election. For public institutions, 
hospitals and charities tho expenditure is 
about the aame for tho present year. 
Administration of Justice wo have eatim- 
ated at aomo $5,000 under, but thia ia a 
subject that wo cannot control and which 
it is very dillioult to estimato. It may bo 
largely under our ootimato or it may bo 
considerably over. For education, it will bo 
ecen, wo have provided about $.'!,000 more 
than for the current year. Thia lino of ex- 
penditure is one that is steadily going up. 
Wo find that children are rapidly increaaiDg 
in tho province, and the demand for aohoola 
keeps pace with thia inoreaao. Under tho 
head of public worka thoro ia a considerable 
increase of expenditure for roads, bridges, 



etc., and to thia ore to tio added consider- 
able sums which appear in the aupple- 
mentary eatimato. Thia largo vote ia for 
carrying out the government policy of 
opening up tho country. We are persuaded 
that it ia only by such meana that 
wo can increase our population and odd 
to tho wealth of the province and 
wo feel confident that every dollar expended 
in thia way will in a few yeara be return- 
ing very good intoreali into tho provincial 
treasury, and enable succeeding govern- 
ments to atill further protooute thia work of 
developing tho resources of British Colum- 
bia, it will ba observed that this expendi- 
ture is very largo iu tho Kooteuay district 
which ia .now so rapidly going ahead. Per 
several years past wo have been driving 
trails and roada throus;h this section of tho 
province. Owing to tho oharaoter of the 
country these works aro very costly, but it 
ia already evidenced by tho increase in 
revenue from that district that it was wise 
to execute them. We may refer in passing 
to the actual increase of revenue in that die- 
trict. In 1886 it amounted to §45,052, 
whilst last year the amount received from 
Kootenuy waa $91,050. Whilst making this 
largo expenditure in thia district it will be 
seen that all other diatricta in the province 
are oarefuUy looked after, the determination 
being to do juatico to all. 

As already stated, tho available funds for 
next year amount to $1,208, MO and tho ex- 
penditure to $l,2,'i7,0-18, showing that wu 
aro still well within our nioaua, and that 
tho loan which was raised iu 1891 and 
which honorable gentlemen on the oppouiie 
aide weio coivinced would all bo expendeil 
before tho end of 1892, has really been very 
arelully appropriated, and it must bo 
gratifying to thoue gentlemen lo know that 
it has (lasted vvell through their time. I 
will now, Mr. .Spc^aker, review the general 
iinancial position of thu province ua shown 
by our public accounts, and in doing so I 
think it only right to consider the amount 
of money that has been borrowed by the 
present and preceding (iovernment, the 
purposes for which it was borrowed, and 
tho way in which it has been expended. 
In 1887, during the Coverninent of the Hon. 
John Robsoii, it ^^a^ ib emeil advisabhi >'> 
raiao a loan fur carrying on the public 
worka of tho province, and the sum of 
£200, -100 atorliiig waa then burrowed at the 
lovveat rate of mtereut obtainable at the 
time, viz.: 4.^ per cenl^ In 1891 with a 
view to atill lurlher pto.aecuiing ihcse most 
important works through thu country, it 
waa deemed advisable by this house to raise 
a further loan, and it was considered desir- 
able that an effort should ba made at tho 
same time to consolidate our tVro previous 
loans, one of which bore intei'est at 6 p<:r 
cent, and the other at 4i per cent, and en- 
deavor if possible to arrange our liabilities 
in Buch a, manner ttatat the province would 
be able to borrow in future at a lower rate 
of interest. It ia quite unnoeeasary for me 
to go over the efleot of that decision as it ia 
well known that satisfactory arrangements 
were mado with a view to conaolidating ths 
old debta and reducing our rate of intereat 
to ,'i per cent., and a new lovn of some £20j,- 
ItX) waa raiaeil at thia r.ito of intereat. Tho 
not proceeda of this loan were $792,9,^8. As 
I said before, theao loans 'ivere raised for the 
purpose oJ being expended on public worka 
and I no'.v propoao to lay before you a 
statement of tho work that has been done 
ainco tho lat July, 1887, with this money. 

There have boon built 110 school bouses 
at a coat of $17 1,-l U ; 10 jailn and lockups, 
§'20,9So; 12 court houae?, $190, 092; iiOo.OOO 
acres of land Burveyed $S;i, 421; 1,200 niilea 
of road, 800 miles of trail, UOO bridges, and 
5,000 miles of roads and bridges kept in re- 
pair, at a cost of Sl.S.'Jl.CSS, making a total 
of §2.007,225, or n total eipendiduro or 
public works during thia period of over 
$2,000,000. If we deduct from this $;500,(X)l) 
for repairs we have still an expenditure of 
some $1,700,000 on public works which are 
now represented by assets that aie fully 
e(|ual to the expenditure that has bnon made 
on them. We might value the 595,000 uores 
of land alone at least at one dollar per acre 
aiid this is now open for settlement and ia 
being plotted and mapped ao that the immi- 
grant may be thoroughly informed rcapect- 
iug it at the land oflice. But we have lo 
add to these assets the public works that 
will result from tho expenditure which ha-i 
now lo he vol'jd amounting to considerably 
over $400,000. Tliis shows lhat the funds 
which we obtained from tho loans referred 
lo have been carefully expended in a iirin- 
nor in which the country desired and which 
it cxpreasud its],own opinion of through tho 
Houao at tho time theae loans were voted 
on for tho purpose of public works. 

I knoiv, sir, from certain indicationa that 
there are aome who will assert that the debt 
of the province haa veiy largely incrcaaed 
durii g tho last aix or aeven years. Well, 
air, the funded debt of tho province has 
simply been increased by tho groaa amount 
of these loans. If we turn to the balance 
sheet, weishall tee (hat the pnblio debt for 
all loans amounts to $3,562,512, less sinking 
fund and other available alsets, $1,433,334, 
showing a total debt of $2,129,178, not more 
than aome of our cities' debts, nud this in 
eludes the loan for tho public buildings, tho 
proceeds of which are still on hand, aud 
bringing in intereat at I per cent. It is true, 
sir, that the debt of the province haa in- 
creased under tho authority of the vote of 
the Legislature, but thia increase is moie 
than compensated by the euormoua increase 
in our assets in tho form ol public works, 
which I have already ahowri to amount to 
considerably over $2,000,000, exclusive of 
tho assets of same nature which were on 
hand before ihcao loans wore raised. Njw, 
sir, I judge by the rumblings in certain 
quarters and by tho statements published 
in a certain section of the press that 
exception will be taken to tho cost of raising 
our last loana and to the plan of conversion 
adopted. An endeavor waa made to ahow 
lhat the plan adopted waa a very expensive 
one for tho country, and that wo should 
have rested content with our old-faahioncd 
loans at a heavy rule of interest. I pro- 
pose to show that tho method adopted has 
been a chiiap one for the country, and in 
every way advantageous. I think that if I 
oan show that we have had the use of 
$1,700,000 more money, and are paying 
really less than we did before, I shall have 
proved that the operation is a good ono. I 
will turn first, sir, to the effeot of conver- 
sion of loans. The total interest paid by ua 
now on all of our loans is $128,523. The 
total sinking fund paid now on all loans 
is §4.'?,887— a grand total of $.72,410 
If no conversion of 1877 and 1887 
had taken place wo should bo paying 
now on all loana interest §i;!(i,930 and 
ainking fund $18,2,"i2, equal to $I85,2'20, 
ohowitjg a saving Ihromjli parlidl ror, rr.r.-iioii 
o«/,V of $12,819 por annum. This sum com- 
pounded will amount to fully aa much as the 
pronuum we liavo to pay on conversion of 
theao loana, and, in addition, it leaves ua 
at tho preeont time with about $i;!0,000, 
the proportionalo amount of tho sinking 
fund for tho part of the two loana convert 
od. Thia amount wo can add to our reve- 
nue for the coming year, and aa oonveraion 
goes on, a atill greater saving annually will 
bo made. Wo may atill further illuatrato 
this : In 1887 tho total loans umountod to 
§l,743,GD0. Tho actual not caah wo had re- 
ceived from theaa loana waa about §1,091,- 
000. On thia wo paid annually for interest 
and ainkiog fund §122,431, equal to nearly 
7i per cbnt. per annum. Since that date 



wo havo borrowed and ore expending 
on ' public worka a total not caah 
amount of Sl,;!17, 128, and wo now 
pay for interoat and aiuking fund on all 
loana, including theae last, §172,410 annu- 
ally, or only §49,979 more than we paid be- 
fore borrowing theao laat auins. Thus we 
get tho net cash proceeds of the laat two 
Icjana, $1,317,128, for an annual payment of 
$49,979, or juat over ,'!',' per cent.; and bear 
in mind thatj tliia not ouly pays the interest 
but also pays oil tho grosa amount of tho 
loan, including all bonuses, at maturity, 
and iu thia I have alao taken into couaider- 
ation all the expenses attending the floating 
of these loans. 

Now, sir, we will turn to tho actual cost 
of the last two loans. That of 18t)l pro- 
duced us a net cash amount of $792,i)58. Por 
thia wo pay total intereat per annum $29,- 
100, or under 'A^ por cent. In addition we 
pay I per cunt, por annum jinking fund, 
and this 1 por cent, in fifty years pays oQ' 
the gross amount of the loan. On tho laat 
loan raised, that of 1893, owing to tho 
efforts of certain partiea to decry the credit 
of the province, tho expenaes incurred were 
a little higher in jiroporliou than for the 
loan of 1891, hut ir, L'pite of all their eli'nrts 
it sold ut a higher trilu than beiore, roali:;iug 
91. It was expeeted that wo should have 
been able to rai-io thia loan v»itbout 
huving it underwritten or guarontoed, and 
we undoubtedly should havo boon able to do so, 
but for the fact that mirkota were in a very 
uncertain condition last year, and that just 
at tho critical time aome eueiniea, I might 
a .y traitors to the proviiicn, uaeil their ef- 
forts to decry our character and tho method 
t)f conducting the buaincsa of tho province. 
In lh(! face of this wo thouglit it woirld be 
unsafe to isaue the loan without a guarantee, 
'i'liia guarantLu coat 2 per cent, lint at ti)e 
aamo time tlio guuranioe probably iiii:ibled 
ua to got a point higher on tho nuuLot than 
W(! oi.licrv.'iao should. 'J'ho not ain/jiuit uf 
thi.a loan was .$521,171), and this coits ua for 
i'-itereai iibout II;.; per cent, or, including 
sinking fund, which pays oil' tlie loan at ma 
turily, under ih per cent, on tha not amount 
of cash received. I have thua ahown, sir, 
thivt wo havo made u large anu'oul saving al- 
■'y by tho conversion of the debt. 1 have 
alao ahown, though I have gone over the 
uno ground ou previous occasions, that our 
last loans, taking tho net proceeda of thoni, 
cost ua under percent, interest, and we 
have to compare that with tho coat in 18.S7 
(if -I .J percent, intereat. lam ipiite aware 
that there aro aomo persons who will nut be 
convinced on thia subject, and it is of little 
use speaking to thorn. 

Aa to the expenaea attending tho floating 
of tho loana tho report of tho Public 
Accouuta committoo is smnowhat mislead- 
ing, ao it places thu discount of 9 per cent, 
below piraaan oxponao, which it really is 
not. SVhon we borrow, aa in thia caae, at 
91, what wo borrow is not really $100 but 
$91, but we make ourselves liable lor $100, 
to bo paid at tho end of fifty yeara ; in other 
worda wo got the use of $91 fur 50 years, at 
a cost of little over I! per cent, interc-st, but 
at the end of the time when we pay otl" the 
loan we give, iu addition, a bonus of $9. In 
order, however, that tlu repayment should 
be borne fairly by more than ono generation 
we deposit $1 yearly, and this inveated at 
1 per cent, pays oil' loan and bonua in little 
under 50 yeara. I aay, therefore, that thia 
discount is not an expense of floating the 
lonu — it is simply an entry to show tho total 
indebtedness. Deduoting this §53,995 from 
tho expenaea aa given in the report $77,802, 
it leaves the actual cost at $23,807, or under 
four per cent., and thia includes two per 
cent, for guarantees, which, but for circum- 
stances I have already alluded to, would 
not have b«en inoartsdi It also includes 
oo.it for remittance from London bo Vic- 
toria, $2,688, and the payment to the British 
government of commutation stamp. This 
latter payment, however, enables the atock 
to be aold at a bettor price aa all trauafcra arc 
aftcrwarda made free. Tho highcct expense 
propor tionately la that for printing, adver- 
tisiiij.-and tielicitora' fees, $I,IU1, but had 
the loan been for double the amount it was, 
this cl.-argo would have been very little more. 
I have heard a gentleman during thia aession 
ijuestioning tho value of the fluancial plan 
that we havo adopted, but he waa evidently 
very much befogged on the situation as he 
asked if couvert,ioa of the debt was con- 
vorsiou of the sinking fund. Now what 
that (jueatiou meant or what that gentle- 
man thought it meant, I havo not yet found 
out. There are some, howe%'er, who btill 
say that it ia bolter to borrow at a higher 
rato of interest and get par value. They 
say you get ao much more money al the 
time. When at par instead of recei\ing 
$01 you receive §100, Wo will hritlly con- 
aider this matter onco more. I have just 
ahown that our 3 per cent, loan coat us 
really pomethiug under 3.J per cent, interest, 
that is wo make oursolvcs liablo for §100 at 
tho end of fifty years, and wo rt ceivo ouly 
§91, 3 per cent, on §100 including expenses 
being under 3^ per cent, on $91, but in 
order to borrow at par we should have to 
pay at least 3.? per cent, interest and poeai 
bly more. Now suppose a farmer wanted 
to borrow, aay $5,000, and we will 
asaunio that ho could do so on tho 
Bumo term? that tho government does. 
In Order to borrovv at par ho would havo to 
pay four per cent, interest and one per ;eut. 
sinking fund, which would amount to $250 
a year, whereaa if he borrowed at the low 
rale of three per cent, and ono per cent, 
sinking fund he would at the rate 
of ninety one in order to get net 
cash of $5000 havo lo make himself 
liablo for $5495. Hia interest and sinking 
fund on thia would amount to only §21!) 80, 
thua ahowing an actual saving by tho last 
inothnd of §30 GO per year, which would 
amount to a very handsome Bum if com- 
pounded at four per cent, for fifty yearu ; 
that is, ho would borrow $5000 cash and 
give a note due in fifty years for $5495 and 
save $,'jO. GO annually. I foel certain, how- 
ever, that thia matter ia very greatly mia- 
uuderstood, and thoro arc certain gentlemen 
who I believe do understand it but who are 
trying to deceive the public. I could not 
but notice reports that have appeared in the 
public newspapers. I refer to the Times of 
Saturday, the 10th February ; an artiolo 
appears there headed "Xhis is the 
way the money goes— another batch of 
vouchers for expenses of ministerial tours." 
And then folloivs the fourth report 
of the select committee on Public Accounts, 
a portion of which ia as follows : " Pre- 
miums on conversion of $151,500, ?11.'!,- 
577 30, lionus for redemption $57,157 25. 
Uiscounc on .£203,005 iaaued therefor, in- 
Bcribed, $79,714 00. Kxponaea in connec- 
tion with conaolidation, commisaion, etc , 
§14,545 27. Total, $204,993 88." Now, 
sir, I do not know whether tho editor of 
that paper was entirely ignorant of the 
meaning of thia slateiiient, 1 feel confident 
llial the gentleman who furnished him with 
it waa not so, but yet tho heading of tho 
article ia an endeavor to make tho public 
think that $204,993 ia cash spent by Ihia 
government which, air, ia entirely falae. 
Tho caah paid out of that amount ia 
.§14,515. Tho other Gguroa are aimply 
book-keeping. No caah has been received 
or paid out for them. Thoy aiinply repre- 
sent tho bonua and tho diacount on tho oon- 
veraion of tho loan. Tho province makes 
itaclf liable for these sums to bo paid at tho 
end of 11 fty years and for thia payment, 
which ia efifeoted by tho sinking 
fund of one per cent, annually, it has 



tho uao of the net cash received as 
1 have shown before for leas than 3.', per 
cent., and has effected an actual aaviug of 
intereat and sinking fund, including all thia 
bonua of over §12,000 annually. Of courae, 
thia report is published With u view to 
endeavoring to make people thioK that we 
have expended that vast aum of money, for 
1 can hardly believe that the partiea con- 
nected with tho publishing of it can have 
been ao ignor<nit aa not to know that their 
atatenieut gave a falae impraaaion. Theae 
gentlemen muat know that :n tho oonvur- 
sion of aay tho G per cent, loan that we 
have to give the proportionate value for 
that loan in 3 per cent, debentures. For 
$100 of the 6 percent, loan we give a do- 
benturo payable in 50 years for $140; but 
this $140 is at 3 per cent, instead of 6 per 
coiit. No money passes whatever, and it 
will bo observed that we have 50 years in 
which to pay this extra $40 which, as I 
havo shown before, is effected by a 1 
per cent, sinking fund. It will be 
seen, therefore, tlmt we now have to 
pay annually on this original $100 
for interest and sinking fund 5 3 5 per cent;., 
wiieieas before it was changed we paid 8 per 
cent, and in addition to this we have ro- 
li-naed the sinking ftind representing thia 
.$ I til > which has been acoumulating for aov- 
eral yoors for the benefit of the province. 
Thi: other matters which appeared in this 
report of Times and are simply in relation 
lo the travelling expensoa of Miniatcra, are 
ao paltry I do nut propaoo to refer further 
to them. I cannot, however, lot the eubject 
pass without alluding to the renuukablu 
method which ia being pursued by t he pub- 
lia accounts committee, or rather, I ahould 
say 11 portion of the public accounta com- 
mittee. Aa I uiuleiHtand it the object of 
h a euiniiiitiee ia to exaniiiic generally 
ioto the |)ublic uocni:,-t3 of the provinao iji a 
f lir and straightforwe.rd manner and if any- 
'..li'.ng ia found tiial in wrong to report tho 
saiiic; thu reports aiiould be made in an im- 
partial manner, ai'nply setting forth the 
actual state nf o!I.iir.s, which in fact ia 
abeady before the piddic in tho public 
accounta. I do not think, -Mr. Sp-;i»ker, 
that it in riyht for any mcm- 
bir of Ih.i.s eomiiiitlco t" endeavor 
In puhliah e.ny report which would liavo the 
ellecl of niiulei'.duig tho public. I refer to 
this, air, boci.ii-i> Hii> reporta uo far issued, 
simil'ir to the one 1 have nuticod aa lieing 
putdiahod in the 'J'iniea, tbo'j.;ib 'hey aro ab- 
a.ilulely correct, aro issued iu such a do 
tached manner aa to tie entirely Uiialeaiiic- 
Of courae, I know, Jlr. Speaker, that ther-j 
aro three niembora of that committee wbo 
have no deairo lo mislead. They are hon- 
orable gentlemen and thoy are quite willing 
lliat any statements which oie apparently 
vouched for by the acc&unts ahould appear. 
I notice, however, air, that o report dated 
5th Fohruaiy, 1894, ia drawn up in tha hand- 
writing of the Hon. tho Loader nf the Oppo- 
sition, and though its atatcments are cor- 
rect aa far aa they i;o, they are ao carefully 
worded aa to entirely niialead tho public, one 
of the objects being to show that on tho 31st 
December laat the government ha;l an 
over-draft at tho bank of somo §5^1,771. -38, 
but no mention is made of the fact that 
must be known to the hon. compiler of the 
report, that on the 2ad. January, two days 
after, thftDjminion subsidy of §120,000 was 
deposited. The actual faocs of the casa be- 
ing that on the 31st, December there was a 
special deposit at the bank of $50,000 bear- 
ing intoreat at 4 per cent. If thia sum had 
been withdrawn interest on it would have 
been lost for one nnnth. It was preferred 
therefore to have f.u overdraft at tho bank 
for t-.vo daya without interest kno.virg lhat 
the euh.o.tdy would be hero on the lat. Jan- 
uary, Ti.e actual overdraft at bank was 
only $25,34.5 a number of checks not being 
presented. Then air, in this report aa drawn 
up by tlio lender of tho Onposition special 
prominence ia given to tiie fact that the 
(jovcrnment had expended from tbo 1st. 
July to ibc 3lBt, 1), cernber, 1893, $794, .547 
and that tho receipts during the aume period 
were only $33-1,241 and it goea on to atate 
that therefore expendilure was over recoipta 
$400,305. Now thia ia perfectly correct but 
it ia to be noticed that tho report 
leaves off just at the place whore it would 
give a falao impreBeion to tho public. It 
tioea not go on lo state lhat three-fourths o[ 
tbo total expenditure for the year to tho 
31st June next hud been made before tho 
.'Uat IJecembcr laat, nor that of the rcjenuo 
only a small portion had been collected, 
t here being atill to collect some §724^270 be- 
fore the 30th June next, and as is well 
known the largest part of this is paid during 
Juno; nor does the report suy that at tho 
commencement of the finanoial year there 
was aome §380,000 in hand to provide for 
theae over expenditures- I think, sir, it is 
an unfortunato thing that any gentleman 
should have this tendency ofteiiiug half tho 
truth, Tho Qorrcofi showing would have 
been that the government bad expended of 
the amount voted $794,547, up to the 
31at December laat, and would havo 
to expend, according to the esti- 
mates, §482,580 before tho end of 
tho fiscal year, y/hilst it had received of tho 
revenue $334,421, and had to receive before 
tho end of the fiscal year $7"24,270 more. 
This report, however, as i3rawn up by lint 
leader of tho oppoailion, waa of course not 
presented to the house in the way it was 
originally drawn. It was amended evi- 
dently by one of the members of the com- 
mittee from tho government side of the 
house. These gentlemen, we all know, had 
allowed the leader of the oppoeition lo 
bring in a report expecting, of course, it 
would be a fair ono atatiog actual f;icta and 
in such a way aa not to mislead, but they 
we e evidently mistaken. Tho report ua 
prepared by the leader of tho opposition 
told part of tho truth and waa very mis- 
leading. It waa, in fact, aa ao prepared an 
electioneering document, so before being 
presented it was amended, tho amenilment 
being in a dilVureut hand-writing from that 
of tho body of 'ohe rlocument, which, aa I 
havo before said, waa written by the Hon. 
Mr. Heaven. The amendment reada aa fol- 
loivs : 

" It must be taken into consideration that 
the oxpcnditurca during the first aix months 
of the fiscal year aro always the heaviest, 
also tho receipts for taxes are very small, 
the real oatate, poraonal properly, wild land, 
income and Provincial rovouuo taxes are 
generally paid iuto tho treasury during tho 
mouth of June. Besides thia we would 
draw your attention to tho fact that tho 
above expenditure includea tho aum of $53,- 
905 05, being tho discount on $123,700 of 
inscribed atock aold in London." 

Thia amendment givea an entirely differ- 
ent complexion to the report. Tho dis- 
count, I may remark, haa already been 
shown to have cot been expenditure at all. 
The rest of the report, respootinc; expenses 
of miaisters' travelling, would all appear in 
tho publio accounts in regular course. I 
notice by it, however, that the Provincial 
Secretary received an allnwanoe for only a 
portion of the time he waa away, 
viz , 07 doya. Hia abaenoe really extended 
over 120 daya. I have referred before to 
the, I might say scandalous and treacher- 
ous, olForti made to damage tho credit of the 
province when tho parliament building 
loan waa to bo floated. It was, of course, 
well known that a number of the extreme 
asctional men in tho province, men who are 
conatuntly fanning the flame of sectional 
Imp, and whn, when they have got up an ex

for their action, but without aucoeea— tho 
oouutry does not exouao them — it ia well 
known that some oonneotcd with those 
partlet have publicly stated that they would 
do aU that they could to injure the 
floatir.R of the loan. I regret to say that 
their tflorts had some effect. The provincial 
aeccotary who was In Londou at tho time 
hebrd of their efforts and did what h« could 
to coaateraolrthem. I have heard the idea 
that their evil endeavors had any ctlect 
ridiculed in this hooM. But gentlemen who 
<[oubt this forget the extreme sensitiveness 
cf tho market to have it reported that the 
nninisters carrying on tho tjovornmont were 
drunk and lying round Vancouver hotels, 
and that they were running the province in 
debt, and that the revenue was steadily de- 
clining, was likely to bo damagini;. I have 
been s"truck with an article on this very sub- 
ject in tho Journal of the Institute of 
Bankers of Now South Wales, 18th July, 
1891!, entitled "Glimpses of tho London 
money market." It reads as follows : 

"Of tho aoneitiveneas of the London 
market ic ia almi'st impossiblo to give an 
exaggerated dosoriptioii ; and this is not to 
be wondered at whou ii ia remembered that 
the world's monetary doulinga are settled 
within a spaco over wiiich a otono might al- 
most bo thrown. A bruuth aulliea and a 
whisper tarniBlies the bestof atooks ; nay, it 
may almost be said tho more excollent tho 
stock tho easier ic ia to sully it. Hardy old 
stocks like those of Turkey, well used to 
kicks and luiiretingB, uro not, to be further 
damaged, for tho reason that thoy are too 
low priced already very well to go lower. 
This sonaitiveneaa ia not by any nieaus con- 
lined to the .Stock K.xchange, but it is inti- 
mately asBociuted with tlie other gre.U divi- 
sions of tho monetary world, viz , the dis- 
count market, thu short loan murket and 
'Change ( he [dace whoro merchants ' moat 
do congregate ' for the purolmao and sale of 
foroigu exchinge) — in other words the 
market for the adjustment of thu collective 
dealings of Groat Hrilaiii with the foreign 
countnea of the world." 

Tho agitators laat year asserted that the 
revenue was declining, and I observe that 
tho member for New Westminster repeals 
the assertion like n parrot. As to the 
revenue declining, I say in their case tho 
wish ia father to tho thought. Wo havo 
only to glanoe at tho public accounts from 
1S86 to 189.3. They stand as ; follows : 
Sr):{7,.385, S598,'2u'2, SOOS.Ouo, .5!).")'J;J IS, 
51,020,002 and S1,01'2,'J57— thus doubling 
in six years. Da these tigures, Mr. Speaker, 
look like a falling off? The only decline 
appears in the last year. It is something 
under $8,000, and is more than aocounted 
for by tho fact that the government gave up 
tuxes in that year to recently formed muni- 
oipalitiesof over §35,000. This shows that 
even Ia.st year there was an increase in spite 
of the very depressed state of busi- 
neaa, and it is further to be oonaid- 
ered that the municipalities drawing 
that sum from us will now execute 
their own public works and correspondingly 
reduce the Government expenditure. I 
have spoken before of the net ilebt of the 
province, soma $'2, 1 t2!l, ITS. As a set oil 
agaiuat this we have to consider the assets. 
I have referred to them arising from the 
works done the laat aoven year?, amounting 
to over §'_',UOO,OUO, but wo have, air, be- 
yond thin the viiat liomain cf the province 
otiU to be utiliz-.'d, somo 'im million acrea; 
and tho revenue to conio from all the rising 
ir.du'triea of the provinco. We have, tno, 
ill udditinn to our iiunual revenue of some 
.?1,U()0,0U0, a large amount of arrears of 
tax.ition, probably S,')l),OO0. As has been 
already thown, we have borrowed in the 
liLBt seven years somo $'2 300,1)00. Of this 
$.■57.), 000 is on hand drawing iiitercat at t 
per cent. Wo have expended on public 
works during that time over two million 
dollars, the works roauliing from thiii ex- 
penditure standing aa valuable assets. 
These works have proved reproductive aa is 
indicated by the incroaspd revenue. In ad- 
dition wo have assisted, by land grants and 
subsidies, various railways, and we havo the 
eatisfaotion of knowing that through tho ns- 
aiatance thus given we havo already the 
Shuawap & Okanagan, tho Nelson and Fort 
Sliepheril and the Coluudjia i. Kootoniiy 
raihvaya running; and the N^ikunp ,t Slooan 
^^d the Victoria it yidncy are well under 
way, Tlicso are public works of a nature 
to open up tho country. Inducing settlement 
and so incrcisiug revenue. 'These public 
vrorka have been carried out in the last 
seven yeara without additional taxation of 
any importance, and in addition, our educa- 
tional syatein haa'becn kept fully up to the 
times, coating annually now about JISO.OOU 
And our charitable inrititution.H and hospitals 
have never been forgotten. Taking all thcae 
matters in to consideration I am impreaaed with 
tho fact that much good work baa been done 
by this and tho previoua government. I am 
confidont tliat the province haa bean greatly 
onriched and improved by theac works, and 
they aro altogether independent of tho leg- 
islative work, which has been vast during 
that period, but that I leave to the Attor- 
ney General. 

This, Mf. Speaker, is the last session of 
thin Legislature, and it is hardly likely that 
wo 8hi.ll all meet here again. For my own 
part I have had about eight years' experi- 
ence in this house, during which period I 
have found many friends amongst tho mem- 
bers, and, I regret also to Bay that I have 
lost somo friends. I may 8;iy we havo all 
lost somo good friends from amongst us ; we 
treat tho memory of these departed friends 
with reverence. Thia is tho eighth time, 
Mr. Sposker, that I have had tiie honor to 
move this reiolution ; it is very probably the 
last time I shall do so. I have to thank you, 
Mr. Speaker, and tho gentlemen of thia 
house for thu indulgeneo and kindness al- 
ways extended to me. This is tho more ap- 
parent when 1 consider tho f,>,ultsof method 
and manner in miking this annual stato- 
moiit, The matter is, I know, all right. 
I agnin thank you, sir, and the members of 
thia house for their consideration and pa- 
tience, and now move that you do leave the 
chair. {(Jroat iipplauao ) 

Hu.v. Mr. Hkavk.n said all niu.U aymp i- 
thizo with the t florts of tho hon. Finance 
Minister to make it appear that there is 
money on hand to spend, when, as a matter 
of fact, there is a deficit. He held that tho 
estimates had been shown, year by year, to 
be little more than a oolleotion of imaginary 
figures, and that the public aooounts com- 
mittee had, by their reports this year, shown 
this. Ho thought tna province bad got 
itself into a very unfortunate position, when 
the government had lo take trust funds, put 
into their hands for a special purpose, and 
opply the money to general uses, Ho 
referred to the Shuawap & Okanagan rail, 
way fund, the Nakuep & Slocan railway 
fund, the intestate estates fund, and the 
sailors' fund, all of which appeared by Uio 
public acoounts to havo been paid into the 
consolidated fund and treated as surplus 
revenue. Ho would not follow the finance 
minister through oil his figurea, ho- 
oause he did not consider the statement 
of <eat{matea aa worth -diaonssing, 'but he 



would show that tho cost of the obnverslon 

of the loans would add to tho debt of the ] 
province nioro than the whole sum 
voted for tho new parliament buildings, llu 
cjntended that the government had no right 
to iaauo lis they hud done special warrants 
for j^l.'JS.OOO for expenditure for tlie past 
fuc'-l year in addition to tho npprepriations. 
Ho inHtauced in iheae over axpendituces 
?(i,(IO0 for road work in tho Wcatnil.ioter 
diulrict and ?1'2 OUO for a road from Okan- 
agan c.-tek to the hounilary. He held that 
either tho minisler of finance does not kaow 
the wantB of the countfy or else he purpose- 
ly brings down false estimates, ami as soon 
R3 the doors of the Ivgialalure aro Closed, by 
a few strokes ot tho pen ho authorir.es e.ttra 
eipendilure, and that the province might 
almost aa well £0 back lo the old crown 
colony government. Dealing with tho re- 
ports of tho public ucc;jiinta conuiiiltee bo 
claimed thr.t the piirlioa of the second which 
ho had written as atated, was a correct and 
fair presentation of tho facta, especially 
with regard to the item ropreaenting the 
discount on the loan, and thu overdraft at 
tho bank on tho .'Ust of Uecembor. He 
complained that, as ho believed, thero is 
not now enough money in the treasury lo 
pay the sessional allowance of the membera. 
Ho referred to his experiences aa a minister 
and the charge made when ho was chief 
commissioner of lands and works, that he 
wna tho most wasteful and extravagant 
(great laughter) ever in cilice, and con- 
tinued with an anecdote of tho I. 0. U'a. of 
messengers and othcra which ho had dis- 
covered on tho treasury wlien later he took 
oflico as tinance minister. Ho gave an 
array of figures to show that tho coat of thn 
convorsiou of tho loans of 1S77 and 1SS7 had 
been 5205,000, being tho amount ao far 
added to the debt of the province, so that 
the taxpayers would see that conversion is a 
very expensive thing. 

Uo.v. Mk. Tdkner— Saving Sia.OOO a 
year. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven continued that there 
ie $089 000 still to oonvert, and at the same 
ratio as shown above this would cost 8350,- 
000. It was thus be arrived at his state- 
ment, that tho hon. finance minister's pet 
scheme of conversion bad cost the province 
more than the amount authorized for thu 
new pkriiamentary buildings. A great 
many people wore sayiog that a very large 
proportion of the cost of these loans has 
iieen filtering out of tho pockets of tho peo- 
ple of the province into those of tho iiien 
who aro hanilling the loans in London, lie 
held that the scheme cf conversion is ainiply 
adding to tho debt of the province ami 
giving nothing iu return. Though tho 
esliniatcs propooo to withdraw SKJO.OOO 
from the sinking fund of the converted 
loans, ho knew that thero is iu his own de- 
partment a letter from one nf tho trustees — 
ho thought it was Sir Charles Tupper — 
spying that this money oinnot bu with- 
drawn. Ho objected to any credit being 
given to tho provincial secretary in connec- 
tion with the loan of IS'J.'I, which was put on 
tho marUal wliilu ho was in London anil ho 
objected also to this loan beini; dctcribed in 
general terms as the loan of ISO.'! becauao ho 
feared that unless it was called the parlia- 
ment buildings loan it might bo applied to 
other purpoaea. He complained that thero 
had always been a deficit for several yeara 
in tho accounts of the province. Ho pro- 
ceeded to deal with the suiiject of the bal- 
ance now on hand, and at 5:55 at the speak- 
er's suggestion moved tho adjournment of 
tho debute.

TilK Si'KAKKK said ho h:ul a matter of 
privilege to mention — the first, ho thought, 
he had ever raiatd in tho houae. Iu the ror- 
roapondence of the Columbiuu, on tho 1,'kh 
B'ebruary, he read : 

" When the second reading of the Libor 
bill was called, the Provincial Secretary told 
the clerk to p.*aa on to the ne.xt item, and 
then the Speaker was cruel eiieu;;h to en- 
(|uire, after a short interval, with a smile 
that WU8 childlike and bland, "What have 
you (louH v.'ith your L..bor bill?" 

This Mr. Speaker declared to be an entire 
error, as he had not made any remark of 
the kiud.

Hon. Mu Davie preaented the report of 
J. Pierson, travelling government auditor, 
and tho correspondence com. ocled therewith; 
a return of land rojjistry fees due and un 
paid, and the annual report of the superin 
tendent of police.
